Jurassic Coast’s famous 
sea monsters to life via 
stunning virtual reality 
technology that will be 
used in Jurassica. 

It transported the 
wearer under ancient 
seas, surrounding them 
with spectacular prehis¬ 
toric life in a wonderful 
visual experience which 
had users shrieking with 
surprise and delight. 

There were also fossil 
dig boxes, a guided site 
walk, talks, hands-on ac¬ 
tivities and workshops 
for residents and visitors 
to sample. 

Jurassica hopes to open 
in 2021, creating 150 full 
time jobs and adding 
about £20 million annu¬ 
ally to the local econ¬ 
omy. 

Project co-ordinator 
Alison Smith said: “It 
was the first chance for 
people to see the plans 
for Jurassica - for our 
galleries and how we 
propose to use the site - 
including our detailed ar¬ 
chitecture and design 
models.” 


Jurassica founder and 
chief executive Mike 
Hanlon said: “This spe¬ 
cial event was the first 
time that virtual reality 
of this quality has been 
seen by the public out¬ 
side London and it will 
be an integral part of 
Jurassica. 

“Ten-years-ago I 
thought virtual reality 
was a dead end. Now, 
having seen what is com¬ 
ing out of the studios of 
Atlantic Productions - 
the producers of our 
short but spectacular 
taster -1 am convinced it 
is the future. 

“This weekend meant 
that locals and visitors 
alike could get a taste of 
what Jurassica is about 
and a feel for how much 
work and thought is 
going into creating the 
world’s biggest prehis¬ 
toric visitor attraction. 
The reaction here was 
fantastic and shows that 
island support for Juras¬ 
sica is unwavering.” 

Jurassica is a prehis¬ 
toric visitor attraction 


which will comprise a se¬ 
ries of contemporary gal¬ 
leries displaying fossil 
treasures from the Juras¬ 
sic coast from the past 
200 years. Backed by pa¬ 
tron Sir David Attenbor¬ 
ough, it will include an 
aquarium with anima- 
tronic swimming 

ichthyosaurs and recreate 
the Jurassic seashore 
under a large translucent 
roof. 

Visitors will be able to 
step back in time to 150-

CHAIRMAN of Bridport Hat Festival Brian 
Atkinson moved to the town with wife Lynne 
eight years ago, whenhe turned 60, having 
enjoyed family holidays there since 1954. 

Although an electronics engineer by train¬ 
ing, since retiring Brian has studied Marine 
Ecology, Animal Behaviour and the Green 
Economy at Bournemouth University and 
was awarded an MSc in 2014. 


• HOW long have you been chair of the Brid¬ 
port hat festival? 

This is my second year as chairman but I was in¬ 
volved for two years before that. I would stress 
that I'm only the chairman and represent a com¬ 
mittee of volunteers who do a lot of the work 
involved. 

• WHAT is the most challenging part of 
being chairman? 

Trying to recruit more volunteers to be both 
part of the committee and to help on Hat Festi¬ 
val day. 

• TH ERE'S a whole host of activities over the 
weekend, what can't be missed? 

The mass photo in Bucky Doo square is an ab¬ 
solute must - followed by the judging of the 
fun hat competitions. The dog competition at 
Millennium Green is just brilliant and as it's at 
11 am you can see it and not miss the big photo. 

• THE festival is now in itssixth year, how 
has it grown since its inception? 

The festival hasn't really grown in size over the 
six years. Frankly, there is a limit to how many 
people can actually get in to Bridport on Hat 
Festival day. Parking is limited and to find a 
hotel room within a reasonable distance can be 
difficult if not booked early enough. We do, 
however, try to build on what has been found 
to work in previous years - for instance the dog 
competition is now in its third year and really 
steals the show! We now also encourage "fringe 
events", where an event is totally organised by 
a third party but is approved by the Hat Festival, 
which will then receive a donation for its chari¬ 
ties. This year we have the Allington Hillbillies 
Mad Hatters Tea Party at 5pm and a ceilidh on 
Saturday evening at 7.30pm at St Mary's Church 
hall. 

• HOW many volunteers help bring the fes¬ 
tival to life? 

Well, the simple answer to that is not enough - 



do please volunteer as it does help to spread 
the load. We are especially grateful for the help 
given on Hat Festival day by the Round Table 
who are experts in the collection of donations 
from the attendees.

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Wind farm contract could boost News briefs... 


jobs and growth for Portland port 


An agreement has been signed which could see Port¬ 
land Port as one of the main operating bases for the 
Navitus offshore wind field. 

If the wind project gets the go-ahead and the Portland 
partnership get the work it could create an initial 270 
jobs with another 250 in the local supply chain. 

It would also involve the redevelopment of the port’s 
main pier and the development of around eight 
hectares of new quay wall in Portland Harbour. The 
proposals would also see an extension of existing fa¬ 
cilities to bring the deep water berthing capacity up to 
330m. 

Construction work would be undertaken in 2016 and 
2017 if the bid is successful. 

The ‘memorandum of understanding’ has been

signed between Jan De Nul UK Ltd, Portland Harbour 
Authority Limited and Portland Port Limited Ltd. The 
main work would be for the construction and shipping 
of massive undersea bases for the wind turbines. 

The deal provides JDN with exclusive use of Port¬ 
land Harbour if it wins the contract to construct the 
foundations of the Navitus Bay wind farm’s turbines. 
The company is one of two shortlisted bidders for the 
Navitus Bay contract. 

Bill Reeves, CEO, Portland Port / Portland Harbour 
Authority, said: “The announcement outlines our am¬ 
bitious blueprint for growth and jobs across the Port¬ 


land area. Navitus Bay is a hugely exciting project that 
could deliver massive benefits to Portland Harbour and 
the local community. Jan De Nul is a world-class con¬ 
struction company and they share our desire to create 
a wide range of career opportunities and also leave a 
lasting legacy.” 

Stuart Betts-Williams, Head of International 
EPC/PPP Projects, Jan De Nul, added: “Jan De Nul is 
thrilled to partner with Portland Harbour, which would 
become a key centre for us should we secure the foun¬ 
dation contract from Navitus Bay. We have rich expe¬ 
rience of similar projects and look forward to 
implementing our considerable expertise on the south 
coast. Portland Harbour has huge potential for growth 
and we hope to work with them to make this a reality.” 


Hope childrens'services will remain in Dorchester 


HOPES have risen that children’s 
services at the Dorset County Hospital 
will remain as they are. 

West Dorset MP Oliver Letwin has 
been told there is unlikely to be any 
cost saving by transferring services 
from Dorchester to Bournemouth or 
Poole. 

More than 16,000 signatures have 
been collected opposing the move 
with 2,000 joining one protest march 
in Dorchester earlier this year. 

The MP says he is hopeful that inpa¬ 
tient services for children can be re¬ 
tained in Dorchester after 
correspondence with the Dorset Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group (CCG) 
which admits there is no cost saving 
from the proposed move. 

"If there is no financial saving then 
the argument for maintaining the fully 
fledged inpatient service in Dorch¬ 
ester is overwhelmingly strong,” said 
Mr Letwin. 


"The review is in any case up for 
further discussion and I'm very confi¬ 
dent we will arrive at a position where 
we maintain the inpatient service." 

The consultation period has now 
been extended to next year to allow 
more work to be completed on other 
ways of saving money at the Dorch¬ 
ester hospital and to work out whether 
Poole or Bournemouth hospital will 
become the primary hospital for more 
intensive care in the county. 

Some critics of the review have ar¬ 
gued that Dorchester, being more cen¬ 
tral geographically, should be looked 
at to take on the role. 

Dorset Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) say that the decision on 
services for children ar Dorchester 
would be based on the quality of care 
provided rather than financial consid¬ 
erations. 

In a statement it says it will consider 
the findings of a Royal College review 


taking place this autumn, the views of 
the Wessex Clinical Senate and local 
doctors, nurses and health profession¬ 
als. 

Dr Forbes Watson, Chair of NHS 
Dorset CCG said: "We had a helpful 
meeting with Oliver Letwin MP dur¬ 
ing which it was clear that we share 
the common interest of having local 
health and social care services work¬ 
ing more closely together to deliver 
high quality, safe and accessible care 
for the people of Dorset. 

"Oliver Letwin MP expressed sup¬ 
port for helping the CCG in this 
process and we have committed to 
meet again this autumn to ensure he is 
kept fully informed of our plans. 

"Over the forthcoming months we 
will continue to explore the two op¬ 
tions for how to deliver paediatric 
hospital based services in Dorset, with 
each balancing in different ways how 
best to achieve the highest quality out¬ 


comes, patient access to services, tak¬ 
ing into account Dorset’s geography, 
and deliverability. As local GPs and 
clinicians who see patients on a daily 
basis we recognise that often difficult 
decisions have to be made in order to 
get the best treatment, it is therefore 
not the case that any changes would 
only be made in order to ‘save 
money’. 

"We are having ongoing discussions 
with our Dorset clinicians about how 
best to balance all these factors and 
will also be considering the findings 
of a Royal College review of Dorset’s 
maternity and paediatric services that 
is taking place this autumn. We also 
continue to welcome the views of the 
public. 

"No final decision about what 
changes to implement will be made 
until after public consultation. Until 
then we commit to keeping people up¬ 
dated."

sea monsters pa¬ 
trolled the seas and 
pterosaurs flew through 
the skies. 

Mr Hanlon said: “The 
idea is really very sim¬ 


ple. We take a huge 
hole in the ground at 
Yeolands Quarry, put a 
lid on it and fill it with 
wonderful things. 

“It is a bold idea and 
people are enthused 


and excited, but we 
know that transport and 
access are concerns. 
Building anything new 
and big on Portland is 
bound to have an im¬ 
pact on traffic. Any

concerns people have 
are valid. 

“Work is underway 
with the transport team 
at Dorset County 
Council to model our 
projected traffic to see 
where and what the ef¬ 
fect on Dorset’s roads 
will be, but Jurassica is 
a project for Portland 
and local views on 
local issues matter. We 
have asked Island 
Community Action to 
run the first of what 
will be a number of 
public consultations on 
traffic.” 

Portland Town Mayor 
Rod Wild said: “Juras¬ 
sica has the potential to 
be a tremendous boost 
for the island, but traf¬ 
fic issues must be 
sorted out.” 

Mr Hanlon added that 
planning permission 
for Jurassica would be 
sought by the end of 
2016. It already has the 
backing of the Royal 
Society and the Natural 
History Museum and 
was awarded a 
£300,000 grant by the 
Dorset Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership, as 
part of the Govern¬ 


ment’s Local Growth 
Deal in 2014. 

The project’s patron 
Sir David Attenbor¬ 
ough said: “My love of 
science began with a 
love of fossils. When I 
was a boy it seemed the 
most romantic thing to 
find an object sticking 
out of a lump of rock 
and to realise that, 250 
million years ago in the 
Jurassic era, it was a 
living creature. 

“Millions of people 
visit the Jurassic Coast 
in England each year 
and yet the site still 
lacks a proper focus to 
interpret the story of its 
rocks. That’s why I’ve 
agreed to support the 
building of a magnifi¬ 
cent new attraction on 
the Isle of Portland.” 

Alison Smith said it 
was still early days for 
Jurassica which is only 
just beginning the 18- 
month process of tak¬ 
ing the project from 
feasibility to planning. 

She added: “Jurassica 
is clearly a powerful 
idea that has really 
caught people’s imagi¬ 
nation, so much so that 
managing expectations 


has proved to be some¬ 
thing of a challenge! 
We have had lots of en¬ 
quiries from potential 
visitors who think we 
are already open and 
want to book tickets!” 

Jurassica will include 
some of the finest pale¬ 
ontological collections 
from the Dorset coast 
and beyond. Visitors 
will be able to experi¬ 
ence, learn from and re¬ 
search in the place from 
which they originated. 

These superb collec¬ 
tions, currently unavail¬ 
able to the public, will 
be loaned or donated by 
local collectors, univer¬ 
sities and also through a 
formal partnership de¬ 
veloped with the Natu¬ 
ral History Museum in 
London.

■ WEYMOUTH and Portland has suffered one 
of the highest rates of unexplained baby 
deaths in England and Wales over the last 10 
years. 

In Weymouth the figure was one in every 850 
births.This compares to other areas which have 
also seen an increase - Blackpool, with one in 
every 950 births and in East Lindsey, Lin¬ 
colnshire with one in every 960. 

The number of babies dying from sudden in¬ 
fant death syndrome (SIDS) in England and 
Wales come from the 2013 figures produced by 
the Office for National Statistics - which 
showed 249 babies died in an unexplained 
way, the first rise since 2008. 

Babies between one and four months, prema¬ 
ture babies, low birthweight babies and boys 
are more at risk from Sudden Infant Death than 
other children. 

The statistics show that the most deaths were 
in February, which was a colder than average 
month. 

The two most significant factors in sudden in¬ 
fant death are said to be overheating and an 
unsafe sleeping environment.The Office of Na¬ 
tional Statistics said these may be more likely 
to occur during cold weather when extra cloth¬ 
ing or blankets are used and central heating is 
on at night. 

Tower Hamlets in east London has had the 
lowest rate for the past 10 years, just one death 
in every 8,300 births - almost ten times less of 
a risk than in Weymouth and Portland.

Prepare for road closures 
as athletes roll in to town 


AN international triathlon is 
coming to Dorset in September. 
Based in Weymouth it also in¬ 
cludes a 112mile cycle ride 
through Purbeck and West 
Dorset. 

To ensure the safety of the cy¬ 
clists and road users Dorset 
County Council will put a num¬ 
ber of road closures and diver¬ 
sions in place on Sunday, 
September 13th. 

The athletes will leave Lod- 
moor Country Park heading to¬ 
wards Broadmayne. They will 
pass through Whitcombe, 
Lower Bockhampton and work 
their way towards Puddletown. 


The route continues towards 
Bovington, past the Tank mu¬ 
seum and Monkey World and 
out towards Stoborough before 
heading back through Wool, 
Pox well and Osmington before 
arriving back at Lodmoor. 

Councillor Robert Gould, 
leader of the county council, 
said: “This is a great boost for 
Dorset. The TV coverage will 
highlight the benefits of visiting 
the area and the event itself will 
bring a welcome boost with 
competitors and their supporters 
staying in the county.” 

The Weymouth Household Re¬ 
cycling Centre (HRC) will be 


closed on September 13th due to 
the closure of Preston Beach 
Road for this event. Alternative 
sites are at Portland HRC and 
Dorchester HRC. 

Just Racing UK are organising 
the Challenge Weymouth event 
which is a stage in the ETU (Eu¬ 
ropean Triathlon Union) Euro¬ 
pean Long Distance 
Championships. 

The event itself will be broad¬ 
cast on both national and inter¬ 
national TV stations including 
Channel 4.

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Badger cull given the go ahead in Dorset

ANIMAL rights groups are expected to protest 
against a badger cull in Dorset - leading to an in¬ 
creased bill for policing. 

The cull, announced by the Government on Fri¬ 
day, is also likely to be challenged legally by a 
group led by Queen guitarist Brian May who has 
previously addressed an anti-cull meeting in 
Dorchester. 

Dorset National Farmers Union members had 
lobbied for the cull in Dorset to go ahead and are 
said to be delighted with the Government an¬ 
nouncement although not at the moment prepared 
to say further than that. 

Physical protests by groups elsewhere in the 
country against the culls have added hundreds of 
thousands of pounds to police force staffing costs 
in those areas. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT) said that it is 
“shocked and deeply saddened” to learn the news 
that there will be a badger cull in Dorset this year, 
in what they describe as “a misguided attempt” to 
control the spread of the bovine tuberculosis 
(bTB). 

The conservation charity, with more than 25,000 
members will not allow badger culling on any of 
its 44 nature reserves throughout Dorset. 

DWT’s Chief Executive, Dr Simon Cripps said, 
“The decision to carry out a badger cull in Dorset 
flies in the face of scientific evidence, public 
opinion and the wishes of parliament. The culls 
in Somerset and Gloucestershire have already 
shown to be neither effective nor humane, and as 
a result, a failure. The cost of culling is also high, 
at £3,353 per badger during the trial culls of 2013, 
and this doesn’t include policing costs. 

“The Dorset Wildlife Trust owns a herd of cattle 
itself, so we understand how deeply concerned 
farmers in Dorset are for their livestock contract¬ 
ing this terrible disease, but we will continue to 
support alternatives to culling that have a far bet¬ 
ter chance of restricting the disease. 

“Culling badgers is not the answer.” 

Dr Cripps added: “We now have four of our re¬ 
serves involved with badger vaccinations which 
we hope will help in time to stop transmissions 
from badger to cattle, and vice versa.” 

DWT said that it also wants to see the eradica¬ 
tion of Bovine Tuberculosis (bTB) and under¬ 
stands the serious implications for farmers who 
lose stock as a result, but believes there are more 
effective and reliable ways of controlling the dis¬ 
ease, such as better biosecurity, badger vaccina¬ 
tion and, in the longer term, cattle vaccination. 

Defra say that the new targeted badger culls 
have been authorised across Gloucestershire, 
Somerset and Dorset this year and could start 
within weeks. 

The Government body will also seek views on 
controlling TB in non-bovine animals such as 
pigs, goats and deer.

Brian May said his Save Me Trust would chal¬ 
lenge the lawfulness of the culls, which are likely 
to begin later in the autumn. 

The legal action would be against Natural Eng¬ 
land, which issues the cull licences. 

Farming minister George Eustice said: "England 
has the highest incidence of TB in Europe and that 
is why we [are] taking strong action to deliver our 
25-year strategy to eradicate the disease and pro¬ 
tect the future of our dairy and beef industries. 

"This includes strengthening cattle testing and 
movement controls, vaccinating badgers in the 
buffer zone around high-risk areas, and culling 
badgers where the disease is rife."

Lessons for silver surfers in social media 


Older people in Dorset are being 
offered courses to learn - or 
brush up - their social media 
skills. 

A local session starts in Dorch¬ 
ester Library next week. 

A recent study by UK telecoms 
regulator, Ofcom, show that the 
number of 55 to 64-year-old in¬ 
ternet users creating a social net¬ 
work profile rose by almost half 
last year. 

More than six in 10 (64%) of 
those aged over 55 who have a 
social network profile use it to 
contact friends and family they 
seldom see. 

Now Dorset Library Service has 


teamed up with Age UKto tackle 
the problem of social isolation 
and loneliness for older residents 
in Dorset, connecting them to an 
online community of peers. 

A series of events to demon¬ 
strate how easy social media can 
be, will be taking place in many 
libraries in August and Septem¬ 
ber. 

And the organisers say there is 
good reason to take to social 
media - research by Exeter Uni¬ 
versity found that pensioners 
who spend time online do not 
feel as lonely as others their age, 
which could stunt deterioration 
of physical and mental health. 


Tracy Long, Dorset County 
Council's library service manager, 
said: "Social networking sites for 
older people can be a wonderful 
way to meet and share informa¬ 
tion with like-minded people. 
More and more older adults are 
proving that every day. 

"Older people say they find so¬ 
cial media a great way to stay in 
touch with their younger family 
members and follow their lives 
online." 

Local sessions are being held at 
Dorchester Library on September 
8th from 10am to 1pm and at 
Bridport Library on September 
23rd from 2 until 5pm.

A PUBLIC meeting about contro¬ 
versial plans for an extra 500 
homes on the edge of Weymouth 
takes place this Thursday. 

Land to the north of Littlemoor 
road is being looked at not only for 
homes but for a new school and 
some commercial buildings.

Landlords prosecuted for unsafe housing 


TWO landlords have been fined 
after a court found that two proper¬ 
ties they were letting were unsafe 
and in poor repair. 

Weymouth and Portland Borough 
Council brought charges against Ca¬ 
role Anne Spencer, 58, of St Patricks 
Avenue, Weymouth and Innes Glenn 
Spencer, 53, also of St Patricks Av¬ 
enue, Weymouth. 

A total of 10 charges relating to 
the condition of a house in Weston 
Road, Portland were brought 
against both Mr and Mrs Spencer. 

A further 14 charges relating to 
the condition of a house in Re- 
forne, Portland, were also brought 
against Mrs Spencer. A total of two 
charges were brought against Mr 
Spencer in relation to the same 
property. 


A trial was held on August 26th at 
Weymouth Magistrates Court after 
Mr and Mrs Spencer denied most 
of the charges. 

In relation to the property in We¬ 
ston Road, Mr Spencer denied 
seven of the charges and admitted 
three. He was then tried and found 
guilty and sentenced for all 10 of¬ 
fences. He was fined £2,300. 

In relation to the property in We¬ 
ston Road, Mrs Spencer denied 
eight of the charges and admitted 
two. She was then tried and found 
guilty and sentenced for all 10 of¬ 
fences. She was fined £2,600. 

Carole Spencer faced 14 charges 
in relation to the property in Re- 
forne, Portland. She denied 13 of 
the charges and admitted one. She 
was tried, found guilty and sen¬ 


tenced for all 14 offences. She was 
fined £3,950. 

Mr Spencer was charged with two 
offences in relation to the property 
in Reforne, Portland. He denied both 
but was found guilty at the trial. No 
separate penalty was enforced. 

Mr and Mrs Spencer were also or¬ 
dered to pay a victim surcharge. Mr 
Spencer was ordered to pay £60 and 
Mrs Spencer £90. 

The court also ordered that they 
pay the costs of the case, which 
amounted to £10,860. They were or¬ 
dered to pay £5,430 each. 

After the case, Councillor Kevin 
Brookes, Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council’s Housing 
Briefholder, said: “This sends out a 
strong message that we will not tol¬ 
erate dangerous and poor quality ac¬ 


commodation for residents. 

“However, prosecutions are a last 
resort. We are committed to working 
with landlords so they are made 
aware of problems and know their 
responsibilities. We can advise, 
guide and assist them to improve 
their properties. However if land¬ 
lords refuse to improve, we will take 
action.” 

Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council worked with Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service on parts of this 
case. Some of the charges related to 
matters of fire safety as well as gen¬ 
eral disrepair. 

The charges were mainly brought 
under the Management of Houses in 
Multiple Occupation (England) Reg¬ 
ulations 2006 and the Housing Act 
2004.

Council calls in the bailiffs 


BAILIFFS have been used more than 2,000 times by 
Weymouth and Portland Borough Council and neigh¬ 
bouring West Dorset over the past year to collect un¬ 
paid debts. 

The Money Advice Trust claim the borough council 
used bailiffs on more than 1,500 occasions - but the 
council said the figure is less than a thousand. 

West Dorset instructed bailiffs 747 times in the year 
according to the campaigning charity. 

The trust say they would like to see councils do more 
to help people at an earlier stage - rather than increase 
the amount people owe by bringing in bailiffs. Using 
the private firms can see a £60 parking fine increase 
tenfold if those owing the money fail to respond to de¬ 
mands for payment. 

The charity’s Stop the Knock campaign is highlight¬ 
ing the fact that councils in England and Wales in¬ 
structed bailiff’s 2.1 million times for debts including 
council tax, parking, business rates and other arrears 
- an increase of 16 percent on two years ago. 


West Dorset’s use of bailiffs has decreased over two 
years according to the charity. The council has ended 
the year with £3.4million in unpaid council tax arrears. 

Weymouth and Portland Borough Council has un¬ 
paid council tax bill of £4.3million - according to the 
Money Advice Trust. 

National Debtline, which is run by the trust, says 
bailiffs, now known as enforcement agents, should 
only be used only as a last resort. 

The Debtline last year gave free, independent advice 
to 109 residents in Weymouth and Portland and 77 in 
the West Dorset area. 

Chairman of Weymouth and Portland Borough 
Council's management committee Councillor Ian 
Bruce said: “The majority of council taxpayers and 
ratepayers pay their debt in full and on time... 

“Enforcement agents are only used as a last resort. 

“Wherever possible we will look to use the different 
recovery methods available to us, such as making at¬ 
tachments to their wages or benefits.”

SOMETIMES we yearn for life to be simple and our 
choices 'black and white', in the hope that prevarication 
and confusion can be avoided. 

That's rarely realistic unfortunately, but taking a mono¬ 
chrome approach could be a perfect stress-free solution 
for decor. 

No one's more convinced of the merit and power of a 
classic black and white pairing than Hilary Robertson, au¬ 
thor of Monochrome Home. 

"White loves black. Black loves white. Exploring their re¬ 
lationship builds an interior which is timeless, flexible, 
practical and liberating," she enthuses. 

"By restricting the colour palette, having a colour 
cleanse if you like, any number of eclectic elements can 
easily exist happily together; inexpensive or simple 
things will look more sophisticated and decorating deci¬ 
sions are made easier." 

Choosing a monochrome interior is a minimalist stance, 
she points out, but more than that, it's a refusal to get 
caught up in the drama of colour, with all the attendant 
complications of what goes with what, which, all too 
often, bedevils the amateur decorator. 

"Once you decide all the colours of the rainbow are not 
an option and commit to a monochrome scheme, you 
won't find it restrictive or as drastic as it sounds," she re¬ 
assures. "Creativity can flourish within the boundaries of 
black, white, grey and all the shades in between. It actu¬ 


ally affords the decorator considerable freedom to exper¬ 
iment with mixing pieces from different decades, adding 
pattern and layering texture." 

Deciding which type of 'monochromist' you are, she 
says, will ensure your interpretation truly matches your 
taste. "Just as there are night people, who favour black 
and moody, atmospheric boltholes, there are others who 
prefer to bathe in light with black merely providing a sub¬ 
tle contrast," she points out. 

Choose from a 'white-out' or 'back to black' approach 
and transform your home simply into a stylish space.... It 
might even change your life too! 

BIT OF ALL WHITE 

You lean to the brighter side of life, preferring shades 
of white, light-flooded rooms, pale or bleached floors and 
a smattering of black for details. 

"White is reflective, peaceful and restorative and max¬ 
imises daylight. It's a perfect neutral, unobtrusive canvas 
for furniture and decorative objects. The white envelope 
approach - with both pale walls and floors - wraps a space 
in light but demands some defining characteristics if it is 
not to turn into a blurry snowy scene," advises Robertson. 

"Mixing black furniture, black and white photography 
and a lamp or two adds punctuation to a room, and a rug 
combining both colours will ground it, which is essential. 
There's something awkward about a room where objects 
float, offering nowhere for the eye to rest." 


TIP: Brilliant whites have a more contemporary feel 
than softer shades, and sit well next to objects with some 
patina and age. Consider a palette of three different 
tones of white and vary the warmth and coolness of 
these. The lightest should go on the ceiling and mould¬ 
ings, darkest on the floor, and the middle shade on walls. 

For lustre, opt for pearlescent white paint, and for a 
chalky effect, try unfinished white plaster. Dulux's range 
of whites includes a sharp Mineral Haze 4, which would 
pair with a softer Java Cream, both from the Him + Her 
Collection, £24.49 for 2.5L of matt emulsion. 

MONOCHROME MUST-HAVES: Black details in a pure 
white landscape pack a mighty punch, so choose with 
care. Showcase black and white photography: Silver Birch 
Trees At The Tate Modern print, £175, In-Spaces, is stun¬ 
ning and keys into our desire to reflect nature in homes. 

Give a hall va-va-voom with this palette and opt for a 
traditional black and white tile floor.Topps Tiles has a va¬ 
riety of effects, and Victorian Chequer Tiles, £5.49 each 
(£66.19 a square metre), are particularly striking. 

Storage is essential, and a white with black trim Kenzie 
Cartoon Two Drawer Chest, £975, Out There Interiors, is 
eye-catching. Complete the picture with a black floral 
print Chelsea Roller Blind, £119, DigetexHome. 

Conjure a calm dining room, ideal for relaxing and en¬ 
tertaining with Marks & Spencer's Japanese-inspired 
Nayoko furniture range. It has a semi-gloss black lacquer 
finish with copper handles: 3-Door Sideboard, £749; Din¬ 
ing Table, £549, and Dining Chair, £199. 

Enhance the effect with Jan Constantine's stunning 
new Harlequin white china collection, decorated with 
black diamonds and 22 carat gold rim detailing. Plates 
from £35 and mugs from £15 each; range available end 
of August. 

Quirky details are intriguing and my favourites are a

Make a centrepiece of a Sassy Boo 
Black French Bed, double currently reduced to £1,295 
from £1,510, and acccessorise with a glamorous Coco 
Print, £145, and Geometric Luxe Throw, £99, The French

ON THE DARK SIDE 

You are temperamentally suited to darkness, would 
happily swap day for night, and cannot resist the striking 
effect of light on dark. 

"Black's taken it's time to slink back into our conscious¬ 
ness because it earned a bad reputation in the Nineties 
where it was all about machismo, with matt black walls, 
chrome, leather and no feminine balance," says Robert¬ 
son. 

"Now it's been reinvented for our times. This incarna¬ 
tion is softer, more sensual and complex. There's some¬ 
thing undeniably glamorous, louche and sexy about a 
dark room. 

"Texture is all important in this interior, which relies on 
the tension created between hard, soft, rough and 
smooth to add character. Employing a mix of finishes and 
materials, from matt paint to glossy lacquer, gives mono¬ 
chrome rooms depth." 

TIP: Going dark takes courage, so if your mood's sensi¬ 
tive to the amount of available daylight, limit black to 
contrasting details. Reserve the darkest shade for the ceil¬ 
ing or paint window frames, mouldings and doors for a 
graphic effect.

Very few peo¬ 
ple go round looking in other's peo¬ 
ple's ears and laughing. Hearing aids 
are a common sight in modern life 
and rarely draw a second glass unless 
you have something the size of a 
ghetto blaster. 

If you do then simply askfor a newer 
model and NEVER betray lack of 
knowledge by asking for one with 
Radio 4 on it. Happy listening.

Once you start a discussion which even 
considers the possibility of such blanket 
home building then the problem of devel¬ 
opment restrictions leaps into focus. 

It’s a big headache for planners and it has¬ 
n’t been made any easier by recent “help¬ 
ful” Government announcements that they 
want to encourage more home building in 
villages.

KIDS are often blamed for being 
a disruptive influence on car 
journeys, but according to a new 
Ford survey parents are creating 
just as much tension while on 
the move. 

Having to endure parents 
singing is the number one pet 
hate for children on family car 
journeys, a new Ford survey 
shows.

And the 
best-behaved children appar¬ 
ently are in Germany, where 38 
per cent claim their parents 


don't need to make them be¬ 
have in the car. 

Though both boys and girls 
across all countries identified 
dad as the best driver (61 per 
cent), it was Italian dads that got 
the biggest thumbs up (67 per 
cent), and U.K. mums who came 
closest to being the favourite 
(45 per cent). The children most 
likely to highlight nose-picking 
as the worst parental habit are in 
the U.K., then Italy and Germany.

Weymouth Rowing Club 


WEYMOUTH Rowing Club (WRC) 
are competing in the Great River 
Race - London’s River Marathon - 
to be held on September 12th on a 
course that starts at London’s Dock¬ 
land and finishes approximately 
22miles later in Ham Surrey. 

This spectacular boat race has over 
330 crews from all over the world, 
competing in a diverse range of row¬ 
ing craft. 

They leave Millwall Dock slipway 
in an order decided by a handicap¬ 
ping system based on the calculated 
potential performance of their boats. 

This is done on a scientific basis, 
using naval architects’ calculations 
and a sophisticated computer pro¬ 
gramme. 

To add spice to the contest, it is run 
on a ‘slowest away first, fastest last’ 


pursuit basis, with every boat indi¬ 
vidually timed over the course. 

Despite a start line handicap period 
of well over an hour, the faster boats 
such as the Dragonboats, Waterman 
Cutters, Pilot Gigs and Celtic 
Longboats, expect to compete in 
some close racing as the course un¬ 
folds. 

The course passes under ten of the 
River Thames famous bridges the 
first being Tower Bridge and the last 
Richmond Bridge after which the 
race to the finish begins. 

WRC are competing in two gigs 
one with a male crew and the other a 
female crew whose diverse age range 
stretches from 15 to 68 years old and 
are determined to be in the leading 
pack of boats at the finish on the 
river below historic Ham House.

Fitzy calls it a day after forty years behind the stumps 


A CAREER spanning 40 years came to an end on Saturday with 
the retirement of former Dorset wicketkeeper Sean Fitzgerald, 

writes STUART BROOM. 

The amiable Fitzgerald played his first senior game for Brid¬ 
port 2nds aged 13, and after a career that has seen him play for 
four local clubs he retired after helping guide Dorchester to vic¬ 
tory over Martinstown in the final game of the season at the 
Rec. 

Fitzy, as he is affectionately known, turned 53 in August and 
decided now was the time to spend some more time with his 
family, especially his two grandsons. 

He made the decision after relinquishing the gloves earlier in 
the season following injury. However with his successor Nick 
Roe unavailable, he was behind the stumps for one final time 
on Saturday, and he retired not out, having made an unbeaten 
15 not out in a cameo batting performance, finding the bound¬ 
ary on two occasions. 

Fitzgerald made his 1st team debut the following season, but 
after five years moved to Beaminster, before returning to Brid¬ 
port from his West Dorset rivals ten years later. 

Head coach for West Dorset Development Association and 
assistant coach at Wessex Cricket School Academy, Fitzgerald 


moved to Weymouth in late 2008 as head coach where he 
stayed for three seasons, before heading over the Ridgeway to 
Dorchester to take up a similar role three years ago. 

A technically brilliant right hand batsman and wicketkeeper, 
he played 18 times for Dorset between 1989 and 1992, making 
his debut against Berkshire in the Minor Counties where he 
score an unbeaten 19 not out. 

He is also an established member of the Dorset over 50s side, 
scoring a magnificent 110 not out against Surrey in September 
2012 . 

Whilst he will continue in his coaching capacity at Dorchester 
CC, he intends to stand down as coach of two Dorset youth 
sides he currently coaches so that he has more time to spend 
with his family. 

Fitzy’s achievements were recognised after the game when 
captain Simon Mitchem presented him with a bottle of wine 
and a bottle of anti-ageing cream! 

Mitchem said: “Fitzy has been a tremendous ambassador for 
Dorset cricket, and whilst he will be sorely missed on the pitch, 
we are pleased that he staying on a coach. 

“He is such a good influence with the younger players, and 
great to have around the club.”

Jermyn screamer settles derby dogfight

MARK Jermyn's thunderous 72nd minute 
shot gave Dorchester Town bragging 
rights over their local rivals and bright¬ 
ened up what was rather turgid game in 
which neither side was able to take com¬ 
mand. 

The Terras shaded the first half, but the 
Magpies took the honours after the in¬ 
terval and finally broke the deadlock 
when Jermyn picked up the ball just in¬ 
side the area as it ran free following 
Bradley Tarbuck's corner, to fire in a 
thumping left foot shot inside Jason 
Matthew's right hand post and into the 
roof of the net. 

Dorchester were buoyed by the return 
of Nathan Walker who has signed dual 
registration forms having moved to 


Gosport Borough in the summer, and his 
presence was felt in defence, whilst Wey¬ 
mouth included latest signing Ben 
Thomson from Frome. 

Having beaten the Magpies four times 
last season, the Terras went into the 
game with confidence, but with Dorch¬ 
ester not having conceded in their three 
home games to date, it was not going to 
be easy. 

Most local derbies tend to be scrappy 
with both sides extra cautious, and this 
game was no different with both de¬ 
fences on top for most of the time and, 
as a result, neither keeper was really 
tested. 

The first action saw Alan Walker-Harris 
getting down quickly to save Dean 
Evans'toe poke as the ball dropped fol¬ 
lowing a melee in the 14th minute. 

Matt Oldring and Oakley Hanger were 
both booked as the sides battled for su¬ 
premacy, but Dorchester almost went 


ahead on 26 minutes when Ben Watson, 
who once again worked his socks off, fed 
Tarbuck. 

He curled his effort around the advanc¬ 
ing Matthews, but his shot went just 
wide of the upright. 

Jermyn who had moved forward into 
midfield to accommodate Walker then 
fired in a vicious 30 yarder, but unfortu¬ 
nately it was straight at the Terras man¬ 
ager. 

The experienced Pat Baldwin found 
himself in referee lain Parsons book five 
minutes after the interval when beaten 
for pace he stepped inside Jonah Ayunga 
to cut off his route to goal. 

Then Jake Smeeton who also im¬ 
pressed, crossed from the left. Ayunga 
got his head to it to flick it on, but Hanger 
sliced his shot well wide of goal. 

Dorchester were beginning to wrestle 
possession away from the Terras. Tarbuck 
saw his shot on the turn deflected wide 


and Matthews comfortably dealt with 
Watson's 30 yard drive. 

At the other end little was seen of Wey¬ 
mouth's talisman and captain Stewart 
Yetton who had a quiet game and, miss¬ 
ing the injured Chris Shephard, they had 
no one to unlock a solid Magpies de¬ 
fence. 

Jermyn was cautioned for a lunge with 
20 minutes left, but two minutes later he 
was celebrating his goal. 

Chris Dillon and Lewis Morgan were 
booked as Weymouth tried to respond, 
but Mark Cooper could only find Walker- 
Harris'midriff with a shot, and with two 
minutes of normal time remaining the 
Magpies keeper made certain by tipping 
Mark Molesley's 20-yard free kick over 
the top. 

Reacting to his the second goal he has 
scored in a derby and the subsequent 
win, manager Jermyn said: "In the con¬ 
text of the match the goal means the 


world to me to win 1 -0, but also for the 
players. 

"I'm a very hard task-master and I ask 
for a lot from the players, and sometimes 
I'm very strong in my requests for them 
to work hard. But they really do work 
hard for each other and to a man I 
thought they really played well. 

"It means a lot to the people here and 
I've got to reiterate that the players put 
in a performance. 

"It's nice to pick up another win, and 
another clean sheet, but I'm not getting 
carried away, it's far too early in the sea¬ 
son. But it means nothing if they don't do 
it next week and we don't want to be a 
team that wins one week and loses the 
next." 

Terras boss Matthews felt his side was 
worthy of a point, and in acknowledging 
his opposite numbers winning strike, felt 
his players could have done more to 
close him down.
